From the Camp before Chivas, Fune 19. 


HE ith of this Month the Army 
march'd from Saluggia to Borgo Ma- 
fino; and the 12th to Ivrea ; the fame 
Day we pafs’d the Doriba there, and 
encamp’d at Strambino. The 13th we 

arrivd at the Camp where the Enemy had in- 
rrench’d themfelves to difpute the Paflage of the 
Doria. They had-abandon’d that Poft the 12th 
at 7°a Clock in the Evening with great Precipi- 
tation, to retire to Chivas, being furpriz’d at the 

dition with which the Duke of Vendome had 
causd the Army to march. We encamp’d along a 
Rivulet, with the Right at Rondizzone, and our Left 
at Torazza, and there waited for the Convoys of 
Provifions and Artillery. The 17th we march’d, and 
in a little time came iu fight of Chivas, and after 
we had beaten off the Enemy’s Guards, the Duke of 
Vendome caus’d us to encamp within half a Mile of 
the Place, with our Left to the Po, and our Right 
cover’d by fome Caffines extending towards the River 
of Orco. The fame Day the Sieur d’Arenne pafs'd 
the Po at Crefcentino, with 10 Battalions, 1 Regi- 
ment of Horfe, and 1 of Dragoons, being order’d to 
march up the other fide of thas River, In the Night 
the Duke of Vendome caus'd a Bridge over the Po 
to be begun, below his Camp, overagainft San-Se- 
baftiano. The Duke of Savoy, who in Twelve- 
Months paft, had caus’d feveral Works to be made 
about Chivas, had pofted himfelf in an Intrenchment 
or Communication, which he had caus’d to be forti- 
fied between Chivas and the Po. He had a Bridge 
over the River, the Head of which he had caus’d to 
be cover’d by fortifying a Caffine fituate on a neigh- 
bouring Eminence, and which was fupported by the 
Village of Caftagnico fimmate beyond the Caffine on a 
higher Ground, which Village was alfo fortified. By 
thefe Works he hop’d to preferve fuch a Communi- 
corion as he had in his Camp at Crefcentino near Ve- 
rue. But being inform’d the Sieur d’Arenne was 
marching up the other fide of the Po, and fearing to 
be furrounded, he pafs’d that River, and retir’d to 
the Hills abour Gaffo, leaving in Chivas and the 
Communication, according to the Report «f 30 De- 
ferters that came over the fame Day, 4 Battallions : 
Almoft all rhe reft of his Infantry remain in Caftag- 
nito. The Sieur d’Arenne being arriv’d overagainft 
the Duke of Vendome’s Camp, poffefs’d himfelf of 


the Eminences, Caftagnito and the Caffine excepted. 


The Duke of Vendome has: order’d the Soldiers of 
the Regiment of Piemont to make cach a Faffine, 
and the other Regiments to furnifh 400 a Batrallion, 
to be us’d in opening the Trenches. He has alfo 
{ent over the Po 40 Companies of Grenadiers, 3 Re- 
giments of Dragoons, and 6 Battallions to attack Ca- 
ftagniro. Letters of the 17th Inftant from the Camp 
at Mofcolino advife, that the 10th the Army made a 
great Forrage near the Lake of Garda in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Manerba, and that the Enemy had alfo 
made a Forrage on that fide, where they are cover’d 
by a large hollow Way. They have caus’d theic 
Baggage to march by the way of Sant-Offetto, as if 
they defign'd to move towards Brefcia, and the Grand 
Prior of France fent back his at the time to Caftig- 


lione, but without making any Motiou, waiting till 


the Enemy’s Army has decamp'd. He had Advice, 
that the foremoft of the Palatin Troops arriv’d the 8th 
Inftant at Bolfano in the Trentin, in Number 4 or 
sooo Men, iucluding fome Recruits, and that they 
might reach the Enemy’s Camp by the 2orh. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated July 4. 

. From the Camp near Sarbrak, June 26. The Night 
berween the 16th and 17th Inftanr the Enemy re- 
tird, without Beat of Drum or Sound of Trampet, 
and with {0 great Precipitation, that they left behind 
them feveral fick Men, and their advanc’d Guards 
who caine over to us, as did alfo many Soldiers ; 
fo that tus reckon’d the Number of their Deferters to 
us exceeds 5000, The 20th we had Intelligence, 
tha: the Day before the Duke of Marlborough had 
caus'd all the Englifth and Dutch Troops, with thofe 
that are in the Pay of England and Holland, to march 
towards the Maefe. The Germans having left 6 or 
qooo Men in Treves, retir’d alfo down the Mofelle. 
The Marfhal de Villars order’d the Troops of the 
King’s Houfhold to march towards the Maefe, and 
afterwards other Troops, to the Number of 15000 
Men. He left in the Camp of Retel 8000 Men 
commanded by the Count de Druys Lieutenant Ge- 
neral, and marching with the reft of the Army the 
23d he encamp’d at Bufonville on the Nide. The 
24th continuing his March, he arriv’d in the Mea- 
dows of Sarlouis. The fame Day he drew out of 
that Place 2 Regiments of Horfe, 2 of Dragoons, 
and 8 Batrallions of twelve that were garrifon’d in 
it, At the fame Time he gave order for laying 2 
Bridges over the Sarre, and commanded the Troops 
he had drawn ont of Sarlouis to march before under 
the Command of the Marquis du Rofel and the 
Count du Bourg. He fent gther Detachments to- 
wards Treves, one of which led by the Sieur de 
Mazenbach, meeting a Body of the Enemy’s Troops, 


put ‘them to Flight, after having kill'd 40 Men, | 


wounded a great Number, and taken 40 Horles with 
feveral Prifoners. Thefe Prifoners reported that the 
Morfe the Enemy had left in Treves were gone, and 
that the Foot had likewife abandon’d it the 25th 
after they had in hafte embark’d part of the Provj- 


fions and Ammunition that were in the Magazines’ 


there, and fer the reft-on Fire. To Day, the Marthal 
de Villars came and encamp’d here, 3 Leagues above 
Sarlouis, and to Morrow will move agen, (as is ge- 
nerally reported) towards the lower Alface. The Mar- 
quis du Rofel and the Count du Bourg, who are 
march’d before with moft of the Horfe, will arrive 
there ("tis believ’d) 2 Days fooner than the Army. 
We have Advice from Alfafe, that the 15th of this 
Month the Marfhal de Marfin march’d with his 
whole Army ; that paffing the Lines of Haguenau, 
he advanc’'d to the Pofts of Seltz and Werdt, of 
which he poffefs’d himfelf ; that in them he took 
Prifoners 3 or 400 Men; and that afterwards he 
drew near the'Lines of Weiffenbourg.

The 23d Inftant “the Martha! de 
Villars decamp'd from Sirck, and after he had tenia 
further Detachment of 7000 Men towards the Mactc, 
he march’d towards. the Saar, and pafsd that Kiver 
at Metzig with 15000 Men: He causd a Detach- 
ment of 5 Squadrons to advance to Saarbruck, and 
the commanding Officer of them fummond the Gar- 
rifon to furrender; the Goverpour antwera twas 
Time enough fér that; but fearing the Martha de 
Villars would arrack him with his whole Force, Ye- 
fterday he blew up the Magazine, the Caitle and 
FortiGrations of that fmall Place, and reut’d bither 
with his Garrifon. Mean time, on a Reporc thar 
part of the Encmy were coming this Way, the Pala- 
tin Troops that were léfe in our Lines fenc all their 
Baggage through this Town down the River ; and 
upon the Governour of Saarbruck’s coming. hither 
Yefterday (as we faid) with his Garrifon, the Paia- 
tins begun to prepate to abandon this Place: Lait 
Night they deftroy’d all the Froic and Corn within 
the Lines; fer the large Magazine of Hay on Fire ; 
threw a great Quantity of Oars into the River ; and 
burnt all the Boats which had been brought hither 
in tbe Winter, to be usd in making Bridges, &c. 


And without waiting to fee whether the Enemy - 


would come this Way, are all rerir'd towards Traer- 
bach ; having taken with them feveral Vedfels laden 
with Goods belonging to our Merehants.

Ceblentz, June 28, The Sick’ Men belonging to the 
Erglith and Dutch Troops chat are’retuin’a to the 
Moete, are arriv’d here by Water from Triers, toge- 
ther with all che Artillery and Baggage, whith the 

lies had at. Triers. We have Advice, that tpon 
the approach of the French to Saarbruck, the Officer 
who commanded in it fpoil'd the 4 Cannon that Were 
in it, and abandon’d that Poft ; acd that the com- 
manding Officer of the Troops left’at Triers, has 
fent the Baggage down to Traerbach, defigming to 
follow with the {Zid Troops making 7oco Men. 
Ménfieur Geldermalfen, who went from hence 2 Days 
ago ro vific Prince Lewis of Baden at Swalbach, will 
return bither to Day. The Count de Frife is gone 
ro Swalbach, to give the Prince of Baden an Ac- 
count of all that has pafs’d on the Mofelle: That 
Prince is faid to be very much indifpos'd. 

From the Paris Letrer; dated July 3. 

Paris, July 3. The Marfhal de Villars has fent 
Word, thar he hopes to find the Army commanded 
by the Marthal de Marfin at Binfche, whither he is 
matching by the “Way of Deux-ponts; and he de- 
figris ro purfue his March co the River Lauter, ‘in or- 
der to come upon the Enemy behind their Lines, and 
oblige them to abandon them : He adds that if he 
drives themout af them he well level them. The 
Army of the Mar de Villars, will in all be made 
up 6o Battailions 1o Squadrons; and’ tis reported 
as certain, that if Gon be, the Marquis de Ale- 
gre will reinforce him with a Detachment from the 
Netherlands. Order is fent from Court to the Mar- 
thal de Marfin to go from Alface to the Netherlands, 
where he is to: command a Body of Troops undér 
the Elector of Bavatia; and the Martha! de Villeroy 
another, to oppofe ‘and obferve the’ Army of the Al- 
under the Duke of Marlborough. The Ground’a- 
bout Chivas, which is overflow'd with Water, will 
give the Duke of Vendome more Trouble than the 
Fortifications which are of Earth ; becaufe it will 
require more time to drain cf the Water thag to 
ruine the Works; fo thac we do not reckon upon 
histaking that Place till che beginning of this Month.
